The Andover Historical Society was es- 
tablished to preserve, collect, exhibit and 
interpret Andover’s history. There are 
more than 12,000 objects in the society’s 
collection, many of which are rarely seen. 
However, two upcoming events will give 
the community opportunities to see spe- 
cial selections. An exhibit, ‘‘Their Voice 
was Heard: Andover Women in Public 
Life,” will be on view Oct. 26 through 
April 21. A participatory workshop on 
making bandboxes is planned for Oct. 4 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

The exhibit will focus on the 1850-1950 
period, with a brief epilogue covering the 
ensuing years and will examine the role 
of Andover women in local charitable, 
temperance and anti-slavery societies, 
the women’s suffrage movement, the Red 
Cross, military organizations, industry 
and other aspects of public life. 

Thanks to generous donations received 
over the years, the society already has 
many interesting items pertaining to this 
subject, including banners, costumes, 
posters, certificates, photographs, badges 
and so forth. However, there are gaps and 
the society is eager for loans from local 
citizens to enhance the interpretation and 
variety of the exhibit.

Making bandboxes is an age-old craft. 
Take a close-up look at the historical so- 
ciety’s 19th-century boxes and then repro- 
duce one under Ruth Sherwood’s 
instruction.

Bandboxes offer a fascinating glimpse 
of 19th-century customs. They were hand- 
crafted of wood or pasteboard, covered 
with colorful wallpaper and often lined 
with miscellaneous leftover paper such as 
newspaper or the pages of old almanacs, 
which help in dating. 

The term ‘‘bandbox” derives from the 
stiff collars or ‘bands’ worn by men in

After two years as an assistant professor 
at New York State College of Ceramics, 
he attended the Ossip Zadkine School of 
Sculpture from 1949-50 and the Academie 
de la Grande Chaumiere from 1950-51, 
both in Paris. Tovish taught sculpture 
and drawing at the University of Minne- 
sota from 1951-54 and the School of the

The Day of Atonement is the most spi- 
ritual and one of the most revealing of the 
sacred days of the Jewish religious cal- 
endar, according to temple staff.

“As in far-off biblical times, the chil- 
dren of Israel packed the temple court to 
see the white-clothed priest go through 
the ritual of atonement, so to this day, 
wherever they may live live, Jews throng 
to synagogues,” the staff said. 

Many people continue the tradition of 
wearing white robes, called kittel, on 
Yom Kippur. The significance of white is 
to indicate that the people have been 
cleansed from all sin and begin the new 
year “‘spotless,”’ free from the stain of 
sin. This has gone on for 25 centuries. 

“The essence of the day expresses the 
special dynamic of Judaism and declares 
that the path of social redemption is

Merrimac Co. Delays 
Bus Service Cutbacks 


By Frank Messina 


Pressured by state officials 
and its own scheduling errors, 
the Merrimac Transportation 
Co. last week postponed scut- 
tling midday and Sunday bus 
service between Andover and 
Boston. 

The Everett-based bus firm 
was asked to delay schedule 
changes by the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority, 
which provides a $204,000 an- 
nual subsidy to Merrimac in 
exchange for 30 Merrimack 
Valley/Boston runs daily. 
Merrimac originally planned 
to eliminate 11 runs beginning 
Sept. 10. 

Distributing a list of alter- 
nate train times, Merrimac in- 
correctly printed Boston-to- 
Reading routes, which stop 10 
miles south of Andover. ‘It 
was a mistake,” said Merri- 
mac co-owner Steve Caplan. 
“We felt we couldn’t start the 
new schedule as originally 
planned.” 


The bus company, which 
claims rising costs and de- 
clining ridership forced the at- 
tempted cutbacks, is 
negotiating with the MBTA to 
allow scaled-down operations. 
Caplan said a new schedule 
would be announced after he 
meets with the MBTA today. 

An MBTA spokesman said 
some schedule adjustment 
would be acceptable, but the 
state agency would be firm 
about not letting service dete- 
riorate. 

‘‘We’re prepared to work 
with (Merrimac),’’ said 
MBTA spokesman Vincente 


Carbona, but ‘‘transportation 
needs must be met. The peo- 
ple have a right to expect good 
service. 

“The subsidy funds are for 
that reason,’ he added. ‘“‘That 
is what we are going to be 
stressing.’’ 

With central artery con- 
struction and other traffic pro- 
jects expected to clog Boston 
streets well into the next de- 
cade, Carbona said the MBTA 
wants to expand, not shrink, 
commuter service. 

However, the MBTA only 
controls the subsidy, not Mer- 
rimac’s license, said Caplan. 

“We do not consider our- 
selves obligated to run under a 
level of service,’’ mandated 
by the MBTA, said Caplan. 
‘‘We’re certainly not going to 
continue running the business 
at a loss.” 

But, Caplan admitted he 
would not operate the Merri- 
mack Valley/Boston route 
without the MBTA subsidy. 

Commuter bus service is 
regulated by the state Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities, which 
issues licenses for route lines. 
Once a certificate is issued to 
a bus company for servicing a 
route, that firm is free to ad- 
just runs, as long as a certain 
level of service is maintained. 

The Merrimac cutbacks fall 
within that level, said a DPU 
spokesman. 

Both parties said prelimi- 
nary talks have been amiable. 

“We feel confident that, if 
their costs have increased, we 
will work with them,” said 
Carbona. 


Residents Debate Possibility 
Of Orchard Crossing Sidewalk 


The Planning Board will wait to hear from the school system 
before deciding whether to force a developer to pour a sidewalk 


on Orchard Crossing Road. 


The main issue at Tuesday night’s public hearing was child 


safety. 


Located in the Turner Farm Estate subdivision, Orchard 
Crossing Road is a long cul-de-sac. The question of whether the 
street needs a sidewalk hinges on how far children must walk to 
catch school buses, said board Chairman Russ Moran. 

‘“‘Public safety is the main concern,” said Moran. 

The same problem came up at an Aug. 23 board meeting 
which ended with the board directing Steve Colyer, town physi- 
cal planner, to contact the school district.

I do find considerable irony in the re- 
cent grandstanding of some politicians 
and media folks who, in some cases, have 
led the fight for a Constitutional six- 
month limit on legislative sessions. Head- 
lines in December: ‘‘Legislature—Go 
Home” Headlines in May: ‘‘Groups Fa- 
vor Ending Session in July.’’ These sto- 

_Ties usually contain famous anti- 
legislative quotes such as, ‘“‘No man’s 
property is safe while the Legislature is 
in session.’’ The fact is that there are 
enough issues crying out for attention— 
from AIDS to guns to medical waste to 
nursing home care and hundreds in be- 
tween—that we could stay in session daily 
and still not finish. 

I cannot write about this issue without 
addressing a misunderstanding which ap- 
pears rather widespread: our work does 
not come to an end when we are out of 
session. Aside from regular constituent 
work, most legislators use this time to do 

«<research and draft bills, meet with issue 
groups and attend to projects in their dis- 
tricts. 

For example, I have spent weeks on 
transportation and commuter issues. We 
have appropriated millions of dollars for 
commuter projects to make it easier to 
get into Boston during the Artery con- 
struction. My bottom line is making cer- 
tain that we get some of that funding in 
Greater Lawrence in the form of better 
train service, park-and-ride lots and reli- 
able buses. Endless meetings and dis- 
cussions have resulted in top state

A few comments on some pertinent subjects this week, 
beginning with Andover-Boston bus service. 

Due to a mistake in viewing the train schedule, the 
current Boston commuter bus service, scheduled to be 
curtailed last Sunday, has been restored temporarily. 

The bus firm originally blamed the train service for its 
lack of patronage and handed out schedules which 
indicated the trains were more frequent. Only problem was 
that the trains stopped in Reading which would make it 
rather diffiult to get to Andover and other Greater 
Lawrence locations. 

Thus, the bus service is maintained, at least temporarily. 

This does not preclude continued attention to the transit 
problem in the area as pointed out a week ago. 

While involvement with the Mass. Bay Transportation 
Authority (MBTA) should be avoided as the sole provider, 
there may be other firms interested in providing the bus 
service to accommodate the over 600 daily commuters 
from this area. 

Improvement in train service is also desirable and, we 
understand, efforts are being made to do just that between 
legislative and local officials working with the various 
utility operators. 

Rep. Sue Tucker this week tells of her desire to get the 
legislature back in session, a matter which should be 
mandatory at this point. 

Legislative leaders are attempting to avoid bringing the 
House and Senate back until after the Presidential election 
in order to avoid any possibility of embarrassment to the 
White House ambitions of Gov. Dukakis. 

And, while Dukakis continues that quest nationally, 
Massachusetts residents are put on hold on a number of 
issues important to them, not the least of which is reform 
of the automobile insurance system. 

While the Duke spends millions trying to become 
President, Bay Staters continue to pay hundreds and 
thousands in insurance costs with no relief in sight. 

Let’s get the legislature back to work for the 
Massachusetts taxpayers and leave the national 
campaigns to Bush and Dukakis.

Last year the Andover High football team opened its season with a tough 
14-2 loss to Chelmsford. 

That certainly was no disgrace, the Lions continuing on to an undefeated 
11-0-0 season en route to the Merrimack Valley Conference and Eastern 
Mass. Division 2 Super Bowl championships. 

The Golden Warriors, meanwhile, won seven straight after that loss and 
finished with a 7-3-0 record. 

Tomorrow night the Golden Warriors launch their 1988 season, once again 
facing Chelmsford, and naturally AHS is hoping for a different result this 
time around. 

The game will be played at Alumni Field at Chelmsford High, and the 
opening kickoff is scheduled for 7 p.m. 

Andover completed preparations this past week, including scrimmages 
against Bedford and Wellesley High, and head coach Dick Collins has pro- 
nounced his team ready as it tries to snap the Lions’ carryover win streak of 
12 consecutive games. 

“Chelmsford is always a good team,” said Collins after going over the pre- 
season scouting report with freshman head coach Jim Hurley. 

“They ran all over Bishop Guertin in their final scrimmage (last Friday 
night). They have tremendous depth, good speed in the backfield, a good 
quarterback in Tommy Caito (son of head coach Tom Caito), and the Boston 
papers have ranked them fourth in Division 2 this year. 

“TI don’t believe they’re quite as strong as last year,” added Collins. ‘At 
least I hope not. But at this point in the season it’s hard to tell.’’ 

One Lions’ player the Golden Warriors won’t have to contend with is Kyle 
Cripps, last year’s All-Scholastic running back who scored 138 regular-sea- 
son points and rushed for close to 1,500 yards. 

He has graduated and joins Andover standout John Perry at the Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire. Also gone are several key members of the Chelmsford 
offensive line and 70 per cent of the first-string Super Bowl defense. 

However, in addition to QB Caito, the Lions do return offensive guard 
Bernie Battle, noseguard Mike Lupoli, linebacker Dave Mills and ends Brian 
Altongi, Craig Childs and Mark Altenweg. 

Scrimmages 
After a full-scale scrimmage with Marlboro, a passing scrimmage with Dra- 
cut and a scaled-down workout against Greater-Lowell Regional (Andover 
withheld 17 players), the Golden Warriors did a number on Bedford and 
played Wellesley even last week.

‘We were stronger than Bedford and had good success against them,” 
said Collins. ‘‘Jeff Ring made a couple nice runs and all five ends (Brian 
Donnelan, Jack Dalton, Brett Hammond, John Thompson and Sean Duffy) 
played well. 

“Wellesley beat us 11-7 but that really doesn’t mean much,” continued 
Collins.

their decision until the Sept. 27 plan- 
ning board meeting. 

At the public hearing, about 15 res- 
idents argued for and against the 
sidewalk. 

Marjorie Dennis, 18 Orchard 
Crossing, said the sidewalk was un- 
neccesary and expressed a fear that 
her family would be responsible for 
replacing landscaping damaged by 
sidewalk work. 

Colyer confirmed that she is re- 
sponsible for the landscaping, but 
added that sidewalk work rarely en- 
dangers the foliage. 

Paul Broude, 26 Orchard Crossing, 
questioned whether the sidewalk 
would be plowed during the winter 
months. An unplowed sidewalk “‘that 
is not usable for four months’’ would 
not be much of a safety factor, he 
said. 

Board member Michael Houghton 
admitted that, once approved at 
Town Meeting, street sidewalk plow- 
ing would be the town’s responsibili- 
ty. Unfortunately, said Houghton, 
plowing would probably not be done 
because subdivisions are at the bot- 
tom of the town’s sidewalk plowing 
priority list. 

Other residents noted that traffic 
is heavy on Orchard Crossing due to 
sightseers driving by to ogle expen- 
sive homes on the block.
